The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 3-6, 12-13, 18-21, 42-49, prior art fails to disclose, in 
combination with the other limitation, "receiving from said user interface, one or more 
types of possession input related to a plurality of events of the sports contest, said 
possession input indicating the player in possession of the primary object of play, and 
said possession input identifying a particular player and being entered by the user each 
time a new player takes possession of the primary object of play, interpreting said 
possession input from said user interface and determining an event indicative of a

change of possession of the primary object of play between the player and the new 
player based on said possession input." 

Regarding claims 23, 25, 50-51 , prior art fails to disclose, in combination with the 
other limitation, "accepting from the user at least one entry representative of information 
related to a plurality of events of the sports contest, the at least one entry representative 
of information including an officiating Indication, a player in possession of the primary 
object of play entered when the player takes possession of the primary object of play, or 
an event, interactively responding to the at least one entry of the user and 
communicating therewith to establish a particular event: indicative of a change of 
possession of the primary object of play by deducing the particular event based on one 
entry or a series of entries representative of the player in possession of the primary 
object of lay, or by deducing the particular event based on at least one entry 
representative of the player in possession of the primary object of play and a different 
event."
